REPORT  ON  GENERAL  ADMINISTRATION 
OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE  IN  MONTANA 


GENERAL  ORGANIZATION 

The  bipartisan  State  Welfare  Board  was  re- 
organized shortly  after  Governor  Donald  G.  Nutter 
took  office.  Jeremy  G.  Thane  was  appointed  Chair- 
man of  the  Board;  Jess  L.  Angstman,  Vice  Chair- 
man; and  H.  A.  Tibbals  and  Mrs.  Lenore  L.  Wil- 
liams continued  as  members  of  the  Board.  The 
other  new  appointee  was  Jack  Knoop.  New  mem- 
bers of  the  Board  were  confirmed  by  the  Senate. 
This  Board,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the 
Governor,  reappointed  W.  J.  Fouse  as  Adminis- 
trator. 

The  Board  has  held  monthly  meetings  to 
develop  policy  rules  and  regulations  for  the  De- 
partment. The  Department  in  Montana  is  state 
supervised  and  locally  administered.  County 
Commissioners  are  ex  officio  the  County  Boards 
of  Public  Welfare  responsible  for  local  adminis- 
tration of  the  Department  in  each  of  the  counties. 
Cooperation  between  the  State  Department  and 
County  Boards  continued  on  a  sound  basis 
through  this  reporting  period. 

GENERAL  ASSISTANCE 

General  assistance,  which  is  assistance  to 
needy  persons  who  do  not  qualify  for  the  federally 
aided  programs,  represented  a  large  expenditure 
from  poor  funds  during  this  period.  This  was  due 
in  some  part  to  need  resulting  from  unemploy- 
ment, but  in  larger  part  from  the  increased  costs 
of  medical  aid.  The  medical  programs  are  the 
source  of  greatest  cost  in  poor  fund  money  to 
nearly  all  counties.  Effective  July  1,  1962  Missoula 
and  Blaine  Counties  made  contracts  with  Blue 
Cross  to  provide  hospitalization  to  needy  recipi- 
ents. This  inovation  will  be  watched  with  interest 
by  many  of  the  counties  because  it  may  represent 
a  better  method  of  providing  hospitalization. 

CASELOAD  TRENDS 

The  Old  Age  Assistance  caseload  has  continued 
to  decrease  during  the  past  two  years.  As  of  July 
1,  1960,  the  Old  Age  Assistance  caseload  was 
6,770  persons,  while  on  July  1,  1962  it  was  down 
to  6,135  persons. 

As  of  July,  1960,  the  Aid  to  Needy  Blind  case- 
load was  322  persons,  and  as  of  July,  1962,  it  was 
298  persons. 

The  Aid  to  Disabled  caseload  was  1,249  persons 
as  of  July,  1960,  and  1,257  persons  as  of  July,  1962. 

Through  this  two  year  period  the  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children  caseload  has  increased  sub- 
stantially nation-wide.  In  Montana  there  were 
1,826  cases  with  5,404  children  as  of  July,  1960. 
In  July,  1961  this  caseload  has  increased  to  1,965 
cases  with  5,794  children.  As  of  July,    1962,  the 


caseload  was  brought  down  to  1,873  cases  v/ith 
5,645  children.  The  increase  in  the  first  year  of  the 
biennium  was  due  to  the  fact  that  Montana's 
economic  situation,  like  that  of  the  nation,  was 
depressed.  In  order  to  control  the  caseload,  and 
prevent  it  from  continuing  to  rise,  casework  serv- 
ices were  intensified.  In  many  instances,  case- 
loads were  reduced  so  that  caseworkers  could 
give  the  intensive  services  necessary  to  help 
persons  become  independent  to  keep  families 
together  and  to  rehabilitate  persons  in  the  family 
wherever  possible.  Recently,  the  minimum  require- 
ment for  reviews  of  eligibility  of  ADC  cases  was 
changed  from  a  visit  every  four  months  to  a  visit 
every  three  months.  Where  intensive  service  is 
being  given,  it  frequently  means  an  interview  once 
a  week.  This  kind  of  casework  service  does  pay 
off  in  a  reduced  caseload.  During  the  past  five 
years,  the  ADC  caseload  has  increased  nationally 
by  47%,  but  in  Montana  in  the  same  period  the 
caseload  has  decreased  by  18%.  For  the  year 
ending  in  May,  1962,  the  national  caseload  of 
ADC  increased  11.7%,  while  in  Montana  it  de- 
creased 1.1%.  The  turnover  rate  for  this  caseload 
in  Montana  is  slightly  over  50%  each  year. 

AVERAGE  PAYMENTS 

As  of  July,  1960  the  average  payment  of  Old 
Age  Assistance  in  Montana  was  $63.55.  In  July, 
1962  the  average  payment  was  $65.25.  The  aver- 
age increased  because  of  an  upward  adjustment 
in  budget  standards  as  a  result  of  increased  fed- 
eral participation  in  the  grants.  This  compared 
with  a  national  average  of  $58.14. 

In  July,  1962  the  overage  payment  per  person 
for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  in  Montana  was 
$34.05  compared  with  a  national  overage  of 
$29.26. 

FAIR  HEARINGS 

Both  federal  ond  stote  low  provide  thot  appli- 
cants for  and  recipients  of  public  assistance  may 
appeal  to  the  State  Department  for  o  foir  heoring 
if  they  are  dissatisfied  with  a  decision  mode  in 
their  behalf  by  the  County  Welfore  Board.  These 
fair  heorings  ore  held  in  the  county  in  which  the 
oppellont  lives  ond  conducted  by  a  member  of 
the  Stote  Department  staff  with  the  decision  made 
by  the  State  Welfore  Boord. 

In  the  period  of  this  report  twelve  fcrir  hearings 
were  held.  State  Board  decisions  upheld  the 
county  finding  in  nine  instances  ond  reversed  the 
county  decision  in  three  instances. 

CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 

According  to  the  1960  census,  Montono's  child 
populotion  under  21  years  of  age,  reached  286,094. 
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This,  when  related  to  earher  census  estimates  and 
other  reports,  reflects  the  fact  that  the  child  popu- 
lation of  Montana  continues  to  increase. 

During  the  biennium,  3,214  of  these  children 
received  child  welfare  services  through  the  State 
and  County  Departments  of  Public  Welfare.  As  a 
result  of  this  service,  3,061  cases  were  closed 
during  the  period.  Notwithstanding  this  turnover, 
the  caseload  of  1,080  children  as  of  July  1,  1960, 
rose  to  1,233  cases  on  June  30,  1962. 

Of  these  children,  632  of  them  were  receiving 
protective  child  welfare  services  in  their  own 
homes  or  in  the  homes  of  relatives.  Of  the  remain- 
ing 601  children  who  had  to  be  separated  from 
their  parents,  335  were  in  foster  homes,  130  in 
adoptive  homes,  84  in  child-caring  institutions, 
and  52  in  other  settings,  including  hospitals,  etc. 

The  day  care  program,  which  involved  the  li- 
censing and  supervision  of  centers  and  family 
homes  caring  for  pre-school  children  during  the 
day  while  their  mothers  worked,  was  suspended 
by  action  of  the  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  in 
the  early  part  of  1962.  This  action  was  taken  be- 
cause the  current  licensing  law  could  not  be 
enforced  and  did  not  contain  any  provisions  for 
revocation  of  a  license.  The  attempt  to  administer 
a  law  with  these  particular  weaknesses  created 
unsolvable  problems  instead  of  providing  the 
necessary  protection  for  children  in  day  core. 
There  was,  and  still  is,  a  keen  awareness  on  the 
part  of  the  State  Board  and  Department  staff  of  the 
importance  of  a  good  licensing  law  to  safeguard 
the  children  from  fire  hazards,  overcrowding,  other 
dangers  to  health,  and  inadequate  care  and  super- 
vision. In  fact,  one  of  the  goals  of  the  Department 
is  to  obtain  a  sound  licensing  law  in  the  next 
session  of  the  Legislature. 

In  this  connection,  it  is  significant  that  Public 
Law  87-543,  the  Public  Welfare  Amendments  of 
1962,  provides  (among  other  things)  for  federal 
financial  participation  in  the  development  of  day 
care  services.  A  quotation  from  the  summary  of 
the  law  by  the  U.  S.  Children's  Bureau  states: 

"The  new  law  further  amends  Title  V,  Part  3, 
to  provide  that  effective  for  fiscal  years  be- 
ginning after  June  30,  1962,  the  excess  above 
$25,000,000,  up  to  a  maximum  of  $10,000,000 
of  the  annual  appropriation  for  child  welfare 
services  shall  be  earmarked  for  day  care 
services  (including  the  provision  of  day  care) 
under  the  State  child  welfare  services  plan. 
Such  care  may  be  provided  only  in  facilities 
(including  private  homes)  which  are  licensed 
by  the  State,  or  are  approved  (as  meeting  the 
standards  established  for  such  licensing)  by 
the  State  agency  responsible  for  licensing  fa- 
cilities of  this  type." 

The  earmarked  fund  would  be  apportioned  to 
States  on  the  basis  of  population  under  the  age  of 
21,  but  no  State  would  receive  less  than  $10,000  per 
year.  The  funds  could  be  used  for  one  or  more  of 


the  following:  (1)  personnel  services  such  as  salary 
and  official  travel,  (2)  professional  education  for 
staff  employed  by  or  responsible  to  the  Depart- 
ment, (3)  institutes  and  conferences  related  to  day 
care  services,  (4)  expenses  for  care  of  children  in 
licensed  or  approved  family  homes  under  the 
auspices  of  the  public  welfare  agency  or  through 
purchase  of  care  from  a  voluntary  agency,  (5) 
costs  of  establishing  and  operating  a  day  care 
center  administered  by  a  public  welfare  agency, 

(6)  purchase  of  day  care  in  a  center  licensed  or 
approved  as  meeting  the  standards  for  licensing, 

(7)  expenses  of  advisory  committees  to  State  and 
local  public  welfare  agencies  for  day  care  serv- 
ices, and  (8)  cooperative  projects  for  determining 
need  of  day  care,  demonstration  projects,  and 
training  purposes.  The  State  would  be  required  to 
match  the  funds  earmarked  for  day  care  with 
funds  spent  for  child  welfare  services  under  the 
State  child  welfare  plan. 

Homemaker  services  continues  to  be  the  most 
economical  and  constructive  services  for  support- 
ing the  child  welfare  principle  that  only  after  all 
else  has  failed,  should  a  child  be  removed  from 
his  own  home.  This  service  has  increased  during 
this  period  because  our  communities  and  our  staff 
recognize  the  value  of  it  in  protecting  and  making 
available  to  the  child  those  things  he  has  known 
which  would  help  him  to  maintain  his  security 
during  periods  of  temporary  absence  of  either  one 
or  both  parents. 

The  rate  of  illegitimacy  continues  to  increase 
and  is  a  matter  of  concern  for  many  reasons.  The 
incidence  of  this  problem  was  in  excess  of  1,200 
cases  during  the  period.  A  large  number  of  these 
cases  were  serviced  by  the  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  as  well  as  voluntary  agencies.  A  research 
project  to  determine  the  reasons  for  this  and  what 
might  be  done  about  the  problem,  would  be  bene- 
ficial. We  know  that  less  than  half  of  the  total 
find  their  way  to  the  social  agency  before  the 
child  is  born.  Many  of  the  mothers  who  do  not 
receive  the  service  prior  to  the  child's  birth  find 
themselves  in  the  position  of  having  to  seek  serv- 
ices following  the  child's  birth. 

Ways  and  means  must  be  found  to  educate  our 
communities  in  a  way  that  they  recognize  the  im- 
portance of  these  social  services  for  the  girl  who 
becomes  illegitimately  pregnant.  The  achievement 
of  this  goal  would  be  a  constructive  development 
in  preventing  economic  dependency  and  a  myriad 
of  other  problems  that  arise  when  this  counseling 
is  unavailable  to  these  girls. 

During  the  period  of  this  report  the  Department 
has  completed  and  has  in  use  now  a  time  factor 
study  for  weighting  child  welfare  worker's  case- 
loads. The  purpose  of  this  study  is  to  obtain  data 
to  establish  caseload  weights,  which  should  fa- 
cilitate providing  the  best  service  possible  to 
children.  The  basis  on  which  the  data  is  used  is 
to  determine  weights  for  each  type  of  service.  This 
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provides  a  tool  to  the  supervisor  and  administrator 
to  reevaluate  the  caseloads  easily  and  efficiently 
at  any  time  that  movement  of  cases  might  make 
this  necessary.  In  addition,  the  information  will 
be  used  to  determine  staff  needs,  based  upon 
weighted  measures  obtained. 

The  data  will  also  provide  necessary  informa- 
tion to  support  requests  to  the  Legislature  for 
adequate  funds  to  meet  the  staffing  needs  of  the 
program.  The  study  is  strictly  on  a  quantitative 
basis,  rather  than  a  qualitative  basis.  The  data 
from  all  workers  carrying  child  welfare  loads  was 
combined  to  establish  these  weights  and  the 
average  of  the  group  was  considered  as  repre- 
sentative of  the  group.  There  is  complete  informa- 
tion available  at  the  State  Department  of  Public 
Welfare  concerning  the  results  of  the  study. 

Although  the  staff  of  the  Division  of  Child  Wel- 
fare Services  continued  to  stabilize  itself  during 
the  period,  there  is  still  need  to  recruit  and  hold 
new  staff  if  we  are  to  reach  the  goal  of  full  state- 
wide coverage  of  child  welfare  cases  in  the  fore- 
seeable future. 

SERVICES  TO  THE  BLIND 

The  State  program  for  the  blind  is  divided  into 
seven  distinct  and  different  categories  including 
the  following  services:  Money  payments,  medical 
services  for  prevention  of  blindness  and  restora- 
tion of  eye  sight,  vocational  rehabilitation,  vending 
stand  program,  blind  child  program,  talking  book 
program,  and  taping  of  student  textbooks. 

The  money  payments  for  the  Aid  to  the  Needy 
Blind  are  based  on  economic  need.  In  the  past  10 
years  the  number  receiving  money  payments  has 
been  reduced  from  513  to  295.  This  reduction  is 
partially  the  result  of  the  second  phase  of  the  pro- 
gram; namely,  medical  services  which  has  not 
only  prevented  blindness  but  has  restored  in  many 
instances  eye  sight  so  that  persons  could  return 
to  remunerative  employment. 

The  medical  services  program  for  the  prevention 
of  blindness  and  restoration  of  eye  sight  is  fi- 
nancially determined  by  the  county  and  is  ap- 
proved by  the  State  which  also  pays  for  the  medi- 
cal services.  In  order  to  qualify  for  the  medical 
services  an  applicant  must  be  in  need  of  care. 
They  also  must  be  in  financial  need.  The  applicant 
has  the  right  to  select  their  own  ophthalmologist 
or  optometrist  for  the  initial  examination.  Services 
available  under  this  phase  of  the  program  include 
eye  examination,  medical  care,  surgery,  hospitali- 
zation, nursing  care,  and  glasses  when  connected 
with  surgery  and  post-operative  total  treatment. 

Vocational  Rehabilitation  is  a  State  adminis- 
tered program  financed  through  federal  and  state 
appropriations.  In  order  for  a  person  to  be  eligible 
for  this  program  the  person  must  be  blind  and 
there  must  be  a  reasonable  expectation  that  the 
rehabilitation  services  will  render  the  individual 
fit  to  engage  in  remunerative  employment.  Serv- 


ices under  vocational  rehabilitation  include  coun- 
seling and  guidance,  training,  reader  service, 
maintenance,  physical  restoration,  selective  job 
placement  and  follow-up.  During  the  past  year,  92 
occupationally  blind  individuals  were  referred  to 
Vocational  Rehabilitation.  Out  of  this  number,  24 
were  closed  as  rehabilitated.  Occupations  in 
which  these  rehabilitated  people  have  engaged 
include  radio  dispatcher,  piano  tuner,  music 
teacher,  speech  instructor,  investment  funds 
dealer,  dishwasher,  vending  stand  operator,  prop- 
erty management,  telegraph  messenger,  janitor, 
yardman,  filling  station  operator,  homemaker, 
primary  teacher,  and  poultry  feeder. 

The   vending   stand  program   is   one  which  is 

supervised  by  the  State  and  at  the  present  time 
there  is  a  total  of  8  stands  receiving  these  services 
and  they  show  a  gross  income  of  $123,130.00  per 
year.  Sevea  of  these  stands  are  located  in  Federal 
Buildings  and  are  operated  under  the  Federal 
Randolph-Sheppard  Act.  The  net  profit  for  the 
total  income  of  the  stands  in  the  State  amounts  to 
$18,820.00  per  year.  The  highest  net  income  earned 
by  a  stand  is  $507.00  per  month  while  the  lowest 
amount  received  is  $168.00  per  month.  In  order 
that  the  physical  stands  may  be  kept  in  present- 
able order  the  various  operators  have  set  aside 
$2,209.00  during  the  past  year.  This  is  collected  by 
the  State  but  is  used  exclusively  for  repair  and 
replacement  of  stands. 

The  blind  child  program  is  one  which  is  financed 
and  administered  completely  by  the  State.  At  the 
present  time  there  are  94  children  being  serviced. 
There  are  15  pre-school  youngsters  and  28  attend- 
ing public  and  parochial  schools  under  the  super- 
vision of  the  State  program.  Services  available  to 
the  blind  child  include  counseling  and  guidance 
for  the  child  and  his  parents,  educational  planning, 
large  print  textbooks.  These  are  secured  through 
a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  State  Depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction,  DiAnsion  of  Special 
Education. 

The  talking  book  program  is  provided  through 
the  efforts  of  the  Library  of  Congress  with  the 
State  Department  acting  as  the  distributing  agency 
so  that  all  occupationally  blind  individuals  may 
receive  talking  books  and  reading  material.  The 
talking  books  themselves  are  kept  in  repair  as  a 
result  of  a  voluntary  program  which  was  de- 
veloped with  the  Pioneer  group  of  the  Mountain 
States  Telephone  and  Telegraph  Company.  This 
group  repairs  the  machines  at  no  cost  and  the 
parts  are  provided  by  the  Library  of  Congress. 
Over  500  users  of  talking  books  ore  receiving 
reading  material  covering  hundreds  of  different 
subjects. 

The  taping  of  textbooks  for  students  who  are 
enrolled  on  a  high  school  and  college  level  has 
been  made  possible  through  cooperation  between 
the  Department  and  the  Montana  State  Prison. 
Interested  prisoners  read  the  texts  and  put  the 
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material  on  tape  which  is  then  read  by  the  students 
throughout  the  State.  This  material  is  used  ex- 
clusively for  the  students  on  an  educational  basis. 

THE  PUBLIC  ASSISTANCE  LIEN 

In  the  1953  Legislative  Session,  the  claim  against 
the  estate  left  at  death  by  a  recipient  of  assistance 
was  secured  by  a  lien.  The  lien  applies  to  Old 
Age  Assistance,  Aid  to  the  Needy  Blind  and  Aid 
to  the  Disabled.  The  immediate  effect  was  that  469 
people  refused  to  accept  the  lien  and  were  re- 
moved from  the  assistance  payroll.  Apparently 
there  were  no  hardship  cases  afterward.  Evidently 
the  children  took  care  of  the  parents  so  that  they 
might  receive  the  property  at  their  death. 

In  the  nine  years  since  the  enactment  of  this 
law  $2,278,544.81  has  been  collected.  This  has 
been  distributed  back  to  the  Federal  Government, 
State,  and  County  in  proportion  to  the  amount 
each  contributed  to  the  grant.  Of  this  amount, 
$781,567.73  has  been  returned  to  the  General  Fund 
of  the  State  and  $228,832.41  to  the  counties.  Under 
the  Recovery  Act  (the  unsecured  claim  against  the 
estate  at  death),  in  the  previous  sixteen  years 
$957,788.00  was  collected. 

The  lien  cannot  be  foreclosed  on  real  property 
as  long  as  it  is  occupied  by  the  recipient  or  his 
dependents  as  their  home.  It  is  enforced  during 
the  lifetime  of  the  recipient  only  on  a  sale  or 
conveyance  of  the  property  or  when  the  assist- 
ance has  been  obtained  by  fraud.  The  lien  assists 
the  Department  in  safe-guarding  the  interest  of  a 
recipient  to  the  end  that  his  property  shall  not  be 
exploited  nor  pass  from  his  possession  without 
adequate  consideration. 

RECOMMENDED  LEGISLATION 

INCREASE  IN  POOR  FUND  LEVY 

A  County  is  authorized  to  levy  up  to  6  mills  on 
the  taxable  valuation  for  all  poor  fund  purposes, 
except  that  under  the  provisions  of  a  low  re- 
enacted  by  each  succeeding  legislature,  an  ad- 
ditional tax,  as  determined  by  the  legislature,  may 
be  levied,  if  needed.  Under  the  provisions  of  a 
law  enacted  in  1961,  for  a  two-year  period,  an 
additional  tax  of  8  mills  may  be  levied. 

The  State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  recommends 
that  the  legislature  increase  the  permissive  mill 
levy  for  the  county  poor  fund  from  8  to  14  mills. 
This  would  enable  the  few  counties  that  contin- 
ually rely  on  the  State  for  large  grants-in-aid  for 
financing  the  operation  of  their  county  hospitals, 
as  well  as  other  welfare  activities,  to  assume  a 
larger  share  of  these  expenses.  The  Board  feels 
that  it  is  not  fair  or  just  that  the  taxpayers  of  the 
53  counties  which  do  not  receive  grants-in-aid  from 
the  state  department  must  not  only  finance  in  full 
their  own  welfare  operations,  but  must  also  con- 
tribute through  many  forms  of  taxation  to  the  state 
general    fund    to   give    additional    help    to    these 


counties  which  have  received,  during  the  past 
two  fiscal  years,  the  following  amounts  from  the 
State  Department  of  Public  Welfare:

Our  original  request  to  the  Budget  Director  for 
grants-in-aid  to  counties  for  the  next  biennium  was 
$1,620,122.  This  was  based  on  estimates  from  the 
Boards  of  County  Commissioners  as  the  amount 
they  would  need  for  the  next  biennium.  The  Bud- 
get Director  will  recommend  the  amount  required 
to  finance  operations  as  recommended  by  the 
State  Welfare  Board,  except  that  if  legislation  is 
enacted  to  increase  the  permissive  poor  fund  levy, 
the  amount  for  grants-in-aid  can  then  be  reduced 
from  $1,620,122  to  $640,122. 

The  following  figures  show  how  the  appropria- 
tion for  grants-in-aid  to  counties  has  increased 
since  1955: 

1955—$  250,000.00  for  biennium 
1957—$  400,000.00  for  biennium 
1959— $1,100,000.00  for  biennium 

permissive  mill  levy  increased  from  4  to  6 
1961—$    853,300.00  for  biennium 

permissive  mill  levy  increased  from  6  to  8 

One-half  of  the  $853,300.00  appropriation  gave 
the  Department  $426,650  for  grants-in-aid  in  the 
1961-62  fiscal  year.  In  addition  to  this  amount  the 
State  Board  of  Public  Welfare  transferred  $136,- 
290.83  of  surplus  funds  from  other  accounts.  It 
was  still  not  enough  to  meet  the  needs  of  two 
counties  and  they  carried  over  approximately 
$228,000— Silver  Bow  County,  $113,000;  Cascade 
County  $1 15,000,  in  unpaid  claims  into  the  1962-63 
fiscal  year.  This  points  up  the  fact  that  the  actual 
total  requests  of  these  counties  during  the  1961-62 
fiscal  years  were:

We  have  a  like  amount  of  $426,650  from  the 
appropriation  available  for  grants-in-aid  during 
the  1962-63  fiscal  year.  All  the  estimated  surplus 
for  other  accounts  in  this  current  fiscal  year  have 
been  earmarked  for  the  coming  biennium  budget 
of  1963-65. 

Based  on  the  total  amount  of  expenditure  in- 
curred by  the  three  mentioned  counties  during  the 
year  ending  June  30,  1962,  the  State  Department 
will  be  $358,125  or  more  short  of  meeting  the  total 
amount  the  counties  would  request  in  the  current 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1962. 
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Now  that  the  counties  which  have  levied  the 
maximum  of  14  mills  have  incurred  expenditures 
for  three  months  since  July  1,  1962,  they  will  be 
asked  to  determine  their  best  estimates  of  any 
anticipated  needs  for  grants-in-aid  for  this  fiscal 
year. 


FINANCING  COUNTY  OWNED  HOSPITALS 

It  is  recommended  that  a  committee  responsible 
to  the  legislature  study  the  problem  of  financing 
county  owned  hospitals.  At  present  such  hospitals 
are  financed  for  operating  purposes  through  the 
poor  fund.  In  addition  to  accepting  recipients  of 
assistance  as  patients,  these  hospitals  accept  pri- 
vate patients  for  whom  a  charge  is  made.  Such 
an  arrangement  makes  it  difficult  to  determine  to 
what  extent  poor  fund  money  should  be  used  for 
operating  costs.  It  also  means  in  some  instances 
that  the  cost  of  operating  the  hospitals  is  far  in 
excess  of  the  ability  of  the  community  to  raise 


sufficient  money  through  the  usual  poor  fund 
levies.  A  question  which  should  be  pursued  is, 
should  hospitals  owned  by  counties  be  operated 
through  a  separate  mill  levy? 


INDUSTRIAL  ACCIDENT  INSURANCE  FOR 
WORK  PROGRAMS 

In  a  number  of  counties  last  winter  work  relief 
programs  were  put  into  operation.  Payment  for 
work  performed  was  in  the  form  of  disbursing 
orders  for  assistance  as  needed.  The  Industrial 
Accident  Board  could  not  offer  Industrial  Accident 
coverage  because  a  cash  payroll  was  not  in- 
volved. Private  insurers  will  not  give  Industrial 
Accident  coverage  for  these  work  relief  programs 
because  the  law  provides  that  any  political  sub- 
division of  the  government  must  have  Industrial 
Accident  Insurance  through  the  Industrial  Acci- 
dent Board.  A  special  problem  is  presented  here 
and  is  one  that  needs  attention.
